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Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Little, II et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,376,21 1 B1 ) in view of Kim et al or Hayakawa et al 
for the reasons set forth in the Office Action of December 5, 2002. 

Applicant's arguments filed May 8, 2003 have been considered but have not 
been found persuasive. 

Applicants contend that it is not true that all antiproliferative agents inhibit 
mitochondrial ATP synthase. This argument has not been found persuasive. Little, II et 
al disclose correlation between mitochondrial ATP synthase activity and anti- 
proliferative activity i.e. Little, II et al provides motivation for screening any drug for anti- 
proliferative activity on the basis of its ability to inhibit mitochondrial ATP synthase. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 5 is indefinite in that it depends from the cancelled claim 4.
